EUROPEAN MATTERS. 

Our European dates by telegraph from 
New York are op to lhe 21st of April, our 
nowspoper files to the 21st of March. The 
fall of Duppol and with it tho taking of 
AUen is tho latent aud most important item 
ol intelligence from tho Danish seat of war, 
Nothing now remains in Schleswig of Danish 
sovereignly, and tho advanoo of the allies 
into Denmark propor can progress without 
any danger oi theit linos of communication 
being cut off. Frederick will probably suc- 
cumb, and as the appetite of war "grows on 
what it feods" the German troopa may be ex- 
peciod to continue their operations and 
strike at the exislence of tho Duuiah 
Monarchy itself. Of courEo Sweden can no 
nflord to look passively on tlul consumma- 
tion, whether the real of Europe is inoli'ied to 
accept Karl Kussell's advice of "rest and be 
thankful" or not. The Conference which 
was to have taken place on the 12th of April, 
has evidently been, according to the last de- 
spatch, postponed to the 20th. On that 
day it is said that " some members 
met, but the representative of tho Geruiuti 
diet was absent." It is diliicult to Buy what 
T'osition England will take in tho discussion. 
If, however, Lord Palmerston'a opimon In the 
House of Commons be any guide, the itiflu 
euce of Great Britain is certain to go strcim 
ously against the German powers. Ou the 
17th ol March, the Premier in reply to Mr. 
Disraeli said, "the view IJer Majesty's Gov- 
ernment takes of tho conduct of the Allies is 
that the wholo of tho military operations 
beyond the Kider were »n outrage on the in. 
dependence of Denmatk." Every stlort, no 
doubt, will bo made by the majority of the 
Conference to put a stop to the war, on 
stronger grounds than to simply patch up 
the Schleswig. Holsteiu difficulty. There t>re 
dangers to be dreaded by almost every con- 
tinoulal power should lhe war continue— 
dangers that wo pointed out several weeks 
ago, and which, we perceive, are being eu- 
terlained by the principal English journals. 
The Lou Jon Times says — "The question is 
not of an easy triumph over the Prussian 
and Austrian fleets. It meuns the let'ing 
loose of discord over the whole surfaco ol 
Europe, the stirring up of every revolutiotinr) 
element, tho arming anew of every diocon 
tented nationality." 

In lhe House of Commons tbo important 
debato on the Oxford Tesls Abolition Bill 
took place on the lGth March. The result ol 
the discussion is not so very important in it 
self— deciding merely whether graduates in 
Oxford shall be admitted to the highest Arts' 
degree, thai of M. A., without theological 
test ; but it is indicative that the bigotry 
and narrow mindeJucss of the Church 
parly in the House of Commons are begin- 
ning to meet with nn enlightened, powerful, 
and wholesome opposition. Hitherto overy 
reformation in matters pertaining to the Es- 
tablished Church, has been determinedly 
frustrated by tho influence which this party, 
with its antediluvian tendencies, has been 
able 10 wield in tho Houses of Parliament 
The vote, however, on tho second rending ol 
this bill, in a House of 466 members, points 
clearly to the dawn ol a new influence on 
Church matters. Out of tho 46(i members 
but 400 voted, 64 having paired, aod two 
members, Lord Palmerston and Lord Stanley, 
having refrained from taking a-~y part what- 
ever in the division. The mujority in favor 
of the second reading was 22. The result is 
the moro satisfactory, inasmuch as it was ob- 
tained in one of tho largest Houses that have 
met (or several years. 

The assertions made recently by the I'ro- 
cureur»General in France, implicating the 
Junior Lord of the English Admiralty — Mr. 
Slansleld — in a recent attempted assassina- 
tion ol Louis Napoleon, came up in the foim 
of a vote ol censure by Sir H. Trucey on 
Thursday, the 17th of March. It was an 
opportunity for the Conservative party not 
to be losl. Mr. Stansfold's appointinet t by 
Lord Palmerston was an outrage lhe Tories 
could not forgivo. The idea uf placing u 
man in the important position cf a Lord ol 
tbo Admiralty, who had nothing to recom- 
mend him but his merit, was somntliing 
essentially repugnant to these staunch sup- 
porters ol dignity without depth. I3ut Mr. 
Slutisfeld is not only a man unblessed uilb 
" gentle blooJ," but he is nctuully a Re- 
publican—more ultra by far than John 
Bright ; he is pioved to be n revolutionary 
firebrand — a friend of Mazziui — in fact a 
conspirator. Tho voto. however, did not 
succeed, having been negatived by 171 to 
161. S'ansfeld of course denied in the must 
indignuut manner the charges that were 
brought against him ; aud.earried away with 
Li* feelings, tendered his resignation, 
which Lord Palmerston very pruperly would 
not accept. It. is by such ultra radical 
elements as those connected with Mr. Stans 
fold and Mr. Milner Gibson that the present 
Premier bus been able to tide over difficulties 
that would have swept the poor effete Con» 
servalivHS into nothingness. No Government 
will ever be able to exist in England without 
the support ol this extreme but progressive 
party, comprising as it does, iho great bulk 
of tho creative talent of the House ol Com- 
mons. We aro gratilied, therefore, to soa 
Lord Pulmerston fling in the face of tho vin- 
dictive pursuers of Mr. Stunsfold, the oun- 
acctptance of that gentleman's resignation. 
Many a weaker man than the Premier would 
have beuu glad of an excuse to get rid of a 
culleugue who boasted ol his Iriendsbip for 
Siazzini, and who was suspected of aiding 
and abutting an attempted assassination of 
Iho ruler of a neighboring, powerful, und 
friendly nation. Lord Palmerston, ho .-over, 
is wiser and more chivahous. He knew the 
charge to bo false, and ha was aware that Mr. 
SlunBfold's esctitchoon was as spotless as the 
best ol those who took up with bloodhound 
eugeruuss the Bceul which was unsubstan- 
tially presented them by the French Procureur 
General.

Sir: Tho arrival of the mail steamer 

prevented my replying nt once to your lot- 
tor which appeared in Saturday's issue of 
the Chronicle, addressed "to tho Exploration 
Committee." 

The first four lines of your letter are scn- 
siblo enough. The careful selection of 
officers mid men to compose tho party ia of 
paramount importance, us upon this the suc- 
cess of lha Expedition will mainly depend. 
The remaining portion of your loiter, how- 
ever, is very uflensive to me, as one who ac- 
companied "the "Eureka Expedition," ind as 
such I must, in justice to myself, notico your 
remarks. 

I dotty that there was anything of the 
kind as the wilful, idle wasie, and extrava- 
gance you apeak of, and I can only account 
lor your indulging in such husly remarks by 
supposing yoo to bo ignorant of the true 
circumstances. The consumption of food 
was surely unavoidable — the man had to be 
fed — and yet wilh one or two exceptions they 
murmured all Ihe way. I did not make out 
the list of supplies, never having been uu 
customed tn make any such estimates, but I 
know thai wo wcro all on short uilowancu 
alter we had at last Bucoeeded in gettioii 
away from tho Norib. ol Quaou Charloiu-'s. 
until wo reached Victoria. That tho Euieka 
Expedition cost a large sum, much larger 
than it should havo dona, it very certain, and 
no ono has deplored it moro than mvsull, but 
ihis was owing to Bcveral inevitable mistakes 
incidental lo till expeditious and ooiupauius 
in a naw cotinlry liko this.
